His police record is missing in the records of 
the Joliet police department and in the office of the Sheriff of Will County 
the records indicated a 1920 arrest for disorderly conduct and an arrest 
in 1925 and 1927 for beer running. He was acquitted in each case, Chly once 
in the past 40 years had he bungled an assignment from the Chicago mob and 
that happened in 1946 when he went to LouiSeville, Ky., to take over a bookie 
wire service and was promptly chased out by the police.
